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Isolation  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  nearest  Isolation  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  is  the 
Kingsley  Hospital  at  Bideford. 

Maternity. 

There  are  three  heds  for  maternity  cases  at  the  Lynton  &  District 
Cottage  Hospital,  with  a  fully  qualified  staff  available.  At 
Barnstaple  there  is  a  Maternity  Unit  with  an  additional  ward  available 
for  cases  of  difficulty, 

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics  are  conducted  at  the  Lynton 
Cottage  Hospital  by  each  General  Practitioner  in  co-operation  with 
the  Hospital  Staff. 

Home  Help  Scheme. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  operated  by  one  District  Nurse  in 
conjunction  with  Nursing  and  Midwifery  duties.  In  addition,  assistance 
in  the  home  is  given  by  one  Home  Help. 

Child  Welfare. 

The  Centre  is  held  at  the  Health  Clinic,  Burvill  Street,  Lynton, 
and  is  open  on  the  first  and  third  TUESDAYS  in  the  month,  with  a 
County  Council  Welfare  Worker  in  attendance. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  are  carried  out  by  the  General 
Practitioners  of  the  area  and  also  at  the  Welfare  Centre  and  the 
School  Clinics. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 


Facilities  are  available  for  Bacteriological  examinations  of  all 
kinds  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Exeter. 


Water  Supply . 

The  following  information  regarding  the  main  water  supply  from 
the  North  Dc-von  Water  Board’s  Works  at  Dean  Steep,  Lynton  has  been 
kindly  given  by  the  Chief  Engineer  (North). 

The  supply  has  been  entirely  satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and 
quantity,  and  no  restrictions  have  had  to  be  imposed.  Bacteriological 
samples  are  taken  weekly  from  various  consumer^  taps  in  the  area  of 
the  supply  and  of  the  10i(-  samples  taken,  all  proveo  caticiaccoiy  and 
equivalent  to  a  Class  1  piped  supply.  Sample  of  bacteriological 
examinations  are  taken  each  month  of  the  raw  water  and  thic  vaiic-s 
from  day  to  day,  according  to  rainfall.  Previous  ^reports  have 
contained  The  County’s  Public  Health  Laboratories  report c  on  cnc 
samples  taken  from  the  raw  water  inlet  and  the  samples  submiotc-d 
after  treatment  and  these  examination  reports  are  still  applicable. 

The  supply  is  not  plumb 0 -solvent  and  no  action  is  necessary  with 
regard  to  contamination. 

Standpipes  from  Public  Mains  are  not  usc-d  in  Lynton,  supplies 
being  taken  direct  to  all  properties.  The  number  of  dwelling  ii 0 11  r. c s 
supplied  direct  from  public  mains  is  552  and  the  estimated  population 

supplied  is  1,590. 

Fluoride  is  not  introduced  into  the  main  supply. 

sixteen  samples  from  private  supplies  in  the  outlying  district 
have  been  taken  and  five  samples  were  equivalent  to  a  Class  1  piped 
supply  and  eleven  samples  showed  slight  contamination.

The  second  stage  of  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  sewerage 
system  for  BarBrook  Village  continued  and  the  first  twelve  properties 
have  now  hec-n  connected  to  the  system.  The  scheme  is  Being  carried 
out  By  the  Council’s  Direct  Labour  and  to  avoid  the  Summer  traffic 
congestion  the  work  is  Being  carried  out  over  three  winter  periods 
completion  estimated  to  Be  1972. 

Two  lengths  of  main  sewer  were  replaced  due  to  their  defective 
condition,  one  at  LynBridge  and  one  at  Lydiate  Lane.  In  Both  instances 
the  cause  of  the  defect  was  the  shallow  depth  of  the  sewer  in  the 
p uB 1 i c  high wa y .

Swimming  Pool. 


One  Public  Swimming  Pool  exists  in  the  Urban  District  and  is 
under  the-  control  of  the  local  authority.  The  Pool  is  sited  on  the 
Blacklands  foreshore,  Lynmouth,  and  is  covered  completely  By  each  tide. 

Two  private  pools  are  now  in  existence  in  the  Urban  District  one 
adjoining  the  Tors  Hotel  and  one  at  the  rear  of  the  Voluntary  Primary 
School  in  Lynton.  The  Pools  are  filled  once  per  year  with  water  from 
the  Town  Supply,  continuously  circulated  around  the  pool  By  means  of 
a  pump,  filtered  and  chlorinated  in  process  of  circulation. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse,  Both  from  household  and 
trade  premises.  Was  made  weekly  during  the  7/inter  months,  and  twice 
weekly  during  the  holiday  period.  Farm  houses  and  dwellings  in 
outlying  areas  receive,  By  agreement,  quarterly  collect  ions. 

Collection  is  carried  out  By  a  Karricr  Gamecock  Rammilies  25  cu. 
yd.  vehicle  supplemented  during  the  Busy  holiday  period  By  a  Bedford 
35  cwt.  lorry  adapted  for  the  purpose. 

Large  Bulky  types  of  household  refuse  are  removed  By  the  Council7 s 
tipping  lorry  on  the  request  of  householders. 


Collection  of  litter  from  stands  with  plastic  Bag  containers  sited 
around  the  area  is  made  on  three  occasions  each  week  during  the  Summer 
months. 
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Rodent  Control. 


The  refuse  tip  remained  free  from  heavy  rodent  infestation 
throughout  the  year  and  periodic  treatment  with  '.Varfarin  successfully 
kept  the  tip  under  control-.  A  successful  annual  treatment  of  ^he 
Council’s  sewers  was  carried  out  in  Lynton  and  Lynmouth.
